Concludes 


Her Testimony; Defense 


To Rest Next 


Martha Ann Marrs conclud- 


ed her testimony Monday at 
the murder trial of her hus- 
band, Robert, 42, charged with 
the slaying of radio evangelist 
Dr. Dan Gilbert in Upland last 
May 31. 

Mrs. Marrs is six months 
pregnant with a child she says 
is Gilbert's. Another witness 
had previously testified that 
the evangelist had once 
bragged that the baby was his. 

Mrs. Marrs, a defense wit- 
ness in her husband's trial, 
said she is sure the baby is 
Gilbert’s because she had not 
been intimate with any other 
man during last February and 
March when the conception 
occured. 

She related her story to the 
jury of nine women and three 
men and a packed courtroom. 
but frequently said she could 
not remember names and 
places because of her heavy 
rinking. 

Her marriage to Marrs had 
gone badly. she testified, es- 
pecially during the past five 
years. 

Gilbert had once promised 
to help her with her drinking 
problem, but later would bring 
vodka and orange juice to her 
home in Pomona 

Deputy District Attorney 
George W. Porter asked about 
a farewell party given for her 
the night of April 24, the night 
before she left for Salt Lake 
City to enter an alcoholic re- 
habilitation center 

Porter asked if she told any 
of the people at the party that 
she was pregnant. 

She seid that Gilbert toid 
people, but she did not

first met Gilbert through 
friends at a cocktail lounge 
About a year and a half ago 
she got a job with Gilbert's 
‘Christ Truth Radio Crusade 
addressing and stuffing envel 
opes in her home for $1 per 
hour. 

She was then moved to } 
Upland office as “more or 
less a stipervisor”™’ for $100 per 
week. Eventually she was 
pointed to the crusade’s board 
of directors and served in tat 
capacity for nearly  &%ix 
months. 

Sne testified that the board's 
constitution was vague. Per 
sons serving on the board wer: 
different from meeting to 
meeting, she said 

Other parts of her testimony 
included - 

- Gilbert had one time had 
told her he was sick from 
drinking and asked her to 1: 
him enter a hospital. He ga 
thered about $7,000 from his 
@rawers in his hotel, his pock 
ets and the back of his car 
and deposited it in the hotel 
safe. 

- that Gilbert had a list of 
40.900 names which was used 
to solicit funds for the cr 
sade 

- that she had filed for di- 
vorce from Marrs, but the ac- 
tion was subsequentiy 
dropped 

Defense Counsel Robert P 
Stebbins said he wouM cali 
four more witnesses, the 
Marrs. and finally two psvchi- 
atrists and that the defense 
would probably res: sarly next 
week.
